slons as Yet. 


Affairs at the mill are just the same as 


when the help went out. The work of 
putting in the wheel is going on and will 
not be finished for a week. Mr. Porocroy 
was in Blackinton Wednesday and said 
the company could not afford to restore 
wages to the old figures, ovying to a lack 
of orders. On the other hand the help 
feel as though the company can afford to 
give back the reduction and say they will 
not go to work until they do. 


The darners want not only the restora- 


tion of the ten per cent, but a raise in 
wages from $1.10 to $1.25 per day, as that 
is the price paid at some of the neighbor- 
ing mills. The help foel as though they 
have waited patiently for almost two 
years and that if other mills can afford to 
give back reductions the Blackinton com- 
pany can do so.

Kiely explained that the 
object of the gathering was to have a 
thorough-going temperance sooiety from 
which teachers and officers for the Sun- 
day school could be chosen. A tem- 
perance pledge was administered and 
then and. there, with Father Kiely as 
organizer and leader, the Father Mathew 
society of North Adams had its beginning. 
Tne date, May 30,1868, commonly given 
as the birth-day of the society, did no1 
fall on Sunday in that year.

A Record of Mjuiy Victories nnrt 


Iliu'h Prosperity. 


The Father Mathew cadets of North 


Adams have not only been a credit to tbeir 
society but they have been a subject for 
community pride. They have had their 
full share of success in the many compet- 
itive drills in which they have taken part 
and have made themselves thoroughly re- 
spected by all their rivals. 


It was Rev. Fr. Coyle, curate of St. 


Francis parish, who brought about the 
organization of tbe Father Mathew ca- 
dets of North Adams, April 20, 1878. Thos. 
D. Lynch was made first captain and the 
•latoiHenry M. Lyons, father of postmaster 
Lyons, was first drill master. To the lat- 
ter gentleman great credit is due fcr his 
splendid service in the early work of tho 
company. His labor was unceasing and 
hie pride in the company was' a part of 
bin life. 'Within a month 125 young 
men were' enlisted. This original com- 
pany was the one that added so much to 
the dedicatory services of the soldiers' 
monument; -la 1880 th't) original company 
disbanded. This was the first cadet com- 
pany to be organized in tho diocese, and 
it waif really the cause of the St. Johns 
cadet '-a i organization in Worcester, ns it 
was a remnant of this company which 
marched to the depot'to weloo Me the del- 
egates of a Catholic convention held here 
in the year 1882, that so impressed Father 
McCoy of 'Worcester who was present, 
that on his return home He began the or- 
ganization of the St. Johns. 


In July, 1883, the cadets were reorgan- 


ized witK Henry' S. Lyons" as' captain. 
This reorganization was brought about by 
that fast and earnest friend of the cadets, 
James 'A; Bradley, and wtio perhaps may 
be called the father of t,he.company. Col. 
Merriam was another loyal friend. 'Heart 
and soul he and Capt. Lyons set about 
drilling the company. In October, less 
than •four months after organizing, the 
boys attended their first field day at 
Springfield, and took third prize, in com- 
petition with Bade ts from Worcester, Tur- 
ner* Falls and Central Falls, B, I. 


A handsome sword was won by the 
com- 


pany tbe next year, 1884, in a prize drill 
with three other companies at Hooslck 
Falls. 
They took noond rank. In tbe 


same year they won added laurels for 
themselves at the diocesan field day in 
Worcester, where they came off victori- 
ous iijeompetion with tbe St. Johns of 
Worcester, the Cathedrals and Sacred 
Hearti of Springfield, in a free-for-all drill. 
The; trophy was an elegant flag. 


In 1885, the number of cadets did not 


warrant entering any contest, and in 1886 
the field day was hold in North Adams 
when of course the home cadets did not 
compete and in this same year the cadets 
disbanded. 


In 1887 the cadet company was again re- 


organized'with P'. H.r Nagle,' as captain, 
and Henry S. Lyons, drill master. 
This 


year the cadets competed at the field day 
in Fitchburg and won the second prize in 
competition with the St. Jeromes of 
Holyoke and tbe Father Mathews of

Westfield. In 1888 they "drilled" at Green- 
field against the St. Johns of Worcester, 
the St. Aunoa of Worcester, 'the St. Je- 
romes of Holyoke, the Father Mathews 
of Westfield and tbe-Cathedral cadets of 
Springfield In • a free-for-all contest and 
won the prize, a. large American flag.

Adams are always more ready to re-organ- 
ize than to disorganize and the next year 
the company was again in prosperous trim 
under P. H. McMahon, The new oaptnln 
had previously beep at the. bead of a juv- 
enile company, which had Won much 
praise and attention at tbe Holyoke field 
day, and from this jounger blood tbe new 
company was made up.. . At Northampton 
this same year they won the free-for-all 
contest against the St. Jeromes of Hol- 


yoke, the St. Annes and St. Johns of Wor- 
cester, the Father Mathsws of Lee, Pitts- 
field and Worcester, and the St. Johns of 
Clinton. In 1892 at Sprnigfield the boys 
were not successful. July 4,1893, they 
won a first prize in a contest with the St. 
Jeromes of Holyoke. In the annual field 
day drill at Fitchburg this same year they 
won the first prize, having as competitors 
the St. Annes and Knights of Father 
Matbew of Worcester, the St. Jeromes of 
Holyoke, the Father Mathews of Pitts- 
field, of Northampton, and of Springfield. 


ln-1894 the cadets came under the cap- 


taincy of C. F. Donovan, tbe present cap- 
tain, an able and efficient head for the 
cadets, who makes the interest of tbe boys 
the first object of bis heart. Succeeding a 
remarkably able leader, and knowing 
tactics almost perfectly, tbe company has 
cause for congratulation in its present con- 
dition and for having Captain Donovan 
for its present head. On July 4,1894, tbe 
boys took second prize in a competitive 
drill at Waltham with tbe St. Jeromes of 
Holyoke, and tbe St. Johns and St. Annes 
of Worcester.

The First Organization of Its Kind 


In the State 


During the month of January, 1830, the 


sympathy of several young women of 31. 
Francis pariah was aroused by the finan- 
cial distress of the Father Mathew Tem- 
perance society. They were without coal 
for the winter and owed the janitor a 
year's salary, and wore in arrears with the 
ront of their rooms. The young women 
thought that a society with temperance as 
its object was too noble and too much 
needed to be lot die for lack of help and 
encouragement, so they banded them- 
selves together'and ashed that a commit- 
tee bo appointed to meet them and con* 
suit as to the best means of helping the 
society. The committee received tlieir 
suggestions joyfully and for the following 
three months tho ladies gave a certain 
amount of money each and worked to get 
otherVoraen" interested. In March tho 
ladies jnet-anH «i£aaizcd themselves into 
a society, taking the name ot the Ladies' 
Temperance Aid society, and elected Miss 
Eliza Macksey as its first president. It 
has the honor of being the first ladies' 
temperance society in this state. After

its organisation new members came in 
lapidly and in a short time the Father 
Mat'iew society was on its feet and moved 
into more commodious quarters on Eagle 
street. The ladies, now turned their atten- 
tion to the society's library. This they 
replenished with several hundred vol- 
umes of the best authors. Both the ladies 
and men used this library and it was a 
source of much improvmcnt and pleasure 
to them. In speaking of the various ways 
in which the ladies helped, some very 
amusing stories could be told, and the 
ladies never fail to smile when they re- 
member bringing their thimbles and 
needles to sew fancy cuffs and collars on 
blue woolen shirts to make blouse waists

for the first cadets. Arranging entertain- 
ments has always been an important part 
of their work, and among its members are 
young people who can perform graceful 
dances, intricate marches in a highly 
creditable manner, while in the dramatic 
and musical line, they rank among the 
best amateurs of the town. Since the 
Father Mathew society moved into its 
new building, tho ladies have occupied 
the parlors on the second floor which 
were set apart for their use. They have 
put in 5100 worth of furniture, and have 
given the Father Mathew society $350 in 
cash besides their services at fairs, suppers 
and festivals.

Hlatory of Its Building and Usefnl.

It was early in the spring of 1889 that the 


Father Mathew society of North Adams 
turned its earnest attention to the ques- 
tion of making for itself a home/The 
matter was canvassed at the annual meet- 
ing of that year held in February,' and it 
was determined to take early measures to 
find a suitable place to erect a building 
over whose doors could be chiseled the 
inscription "Father Mathew T. A. & B. 
society, 1868-1893." Thomas Loftus was 


second floor is the large hull and staje, 
with excellent dressing rooms ia tho reaSr. 
This part of the building is well lighted 
and well ventilated, and has served the 
town well on many social and theatre oc- 
casions.

delegated to purchase the land for t 
new building. He associated with him- 
self Henry S. Lyons. 


April 15,1889, is the date of the deed, 


transferring the society's land on Centre 
street from Ehoda B., Martha A. and 
Hannah F. Streeter to the Father Mathew 
society. The deed calls for a front of 
86.9 
feet and a depth of 243.4 feet. The 


price paid was $8600. 


At its annual meeting February 6,1893, 


the society took up for informal discus- 
sion the matter of building on its Centre 
street lot. The four years since the pur- 
chase of the site for the home had 
seen $4750 of the debt of $8600, incurred 
for the land, paid off. 
With this fact as 


encouragement and the assured prosperity 
of the society, the members felt war- 
ranted in going ahead with the building 
arrangements. 
Accordingly the follow 


ing committee was then appointed to se- 
cure estimates and report what in its 
judgment was best to be done: C. F. 
Barden, T. F. Loitus, John Larkin, Thom- 
as Connors, William Brown and James A. 
Bradley. This committae within a few 
days decided on building and Col. Mer- 
riam was directed to draw plans for a 
building. 


At a meeting May 14,1893, the question 


of building was formerly brought before 
the society. It was voted 62 to 10 to go 
on with the building at once. The seven 
trustees of the society, James A. Bradley, 
Peter Keefe, John Larkin, Thomas F. 
Loftus, C. F. Barden, William Brown and 
P. W. Bowes, then president,, ^together

with Henry S. Lyons and Thomas Con- 
nors, Sr., were appointed as a building 
committee to prosecute the work. Col. 
Merriam designed the building to the sat- 
isfaction of all. Work was begnn in the 
summer of 1893 and pushed rapidly to 
completion. 


The description of the building may be 


short, for it is one well known to all, for 
not only does it embrace the much fre- 
quented and social rooms of the society, 
but several enterprising business firms 
and the popular Columbia opera house as 
well. The building is of brick trimmed 
with brown stone and granite. It has a 
frontage of 50 feet and is a 133 feet deep.

THE TEMPERANCE REFORM. 


ike the temperate individual, has the ad- 
•antage in modern life. It is also unneces- 
sary. Were the temperance sentiment 
of this town united and organized, and 
working with t^he enthusiasm of com- 
mon sympathy and comradeship, its in" 
fluence could persuads to a different result' 
and its continued interest and support 
could make permanent and increasing 
gains. Under the stress of the Civil War, 
uch united interest and action was felt 
and exerted here to inert ths strain and 
need of those terrible years of loss aud 
sorrow. Can it not again be bad to meet 
;he more enduring loss and sorrow that 
come and will continue to come into 
icmea and hearts from the evil of strong 
drink? For, if modern conditions make 
drinking more fatal so they tend to make 
t njore,common, since the nervous strain 
of our intense industrial life, which it 
.ggravates, becomes more and more the 
amptation and occasion for its destructive 
aid. We-are soon to become a city. Were 
t not a profitable endeavor if our popula- 
tion, without regard to cresd or race, were 
to join hands for a continued moral appeal 
o the end that the reform of Father 
Mathew, in these days and in this town, 
might again lift a whole community into 
a higher and a happier life? This could 
surely be accomplished here, if the union 
and energy that have won for us lesser 
gain could be organized and devoted to 
,his cause.

The remote ancestors of the founders of 


the thirteen American colonies which or- 
iginated this nation sought out with hilar- 
ious alacrity the extremes! hazard of 
ocean and tempest and of battle, altered 
by a sustaining faith that death so won 
was followed by a perpetual drinking of a 
beverage called mead, of miraculous po- 
tency, and of beer of equal soundness, 
without a liability of ever getting what is 
now termed "full." This expectancy of 
bibulous heavenly bliss was not then so 
incongruous as it would be now, for those 
hard-headed old Vikings had a tremendous 
carrying capacity and in this mortal state 
performed feats of drinking that might 
well nave seemed prophetic of an immor- 
tal think After they became Christian- 
ized, which in time happened to them, 
this future hope of ever-impending but 
never culminated intoxication had of 
course to be given over, and they seem to 
have tried to realize in this life aa much as 
possible of this abandoned pagan heaven 
as a compensation for the less attractive 
Christian one which lay beyond the grave. 
Certain it is that drunkenness has been 
the conspicuous vice of all the northern 
nations, due to conditions of climafe acid 
temperament and hablte of life, trftrl the 
Irish Celts, who came of a different stock, 
and from the south instead of the north of 
Europe, were not behind their neighbors 
in this indulgence, which was more effec- 
tive in its working with them because of 
their more emotional and excitable con- 
stitution. 


It was to save his countrymen from the 


great evils they experienced from drink 
that Father Mathew began in. the city of 
Cork, Ireland, in 1838, the total abstinence 
propaganda which, with the eo-called 
emancipation of women, is the greatest 
and most beneficent social reform of mod- 
ern times. The success of Father Matb- 
ew's movement was marvelous, and ex- 
tended through his personal efforts into 
England and Scotland, as well as over 
Ireland, acd to the centers of Irish popu- 
lation in the United States. In Ireland 
breweries and distilleries had to be aban 
doned in consequence of the extinguished 
demand for their products, the only trib- 
ute of the kind yet paid to any temper- 
ance, reformer. 


But while Father Mathew's incentive 


lay largely if not wholly i a the condition 
of his, countrymen in Ireland, its truly 
providential timeliness applies moat to hia 
countrymen in the United States. For, 
while the drink habit in Ireland in, ottjfir 
times bad consequences sufficiently-griev- 
ous, in this country and in these times its 
practice is fatal to success in life. Indeed, it 
is everywhere where the modern industrial 
life is lived. With the invention of ma- 
chinery and the wonderfully increased 
tension of industrial existence which this 
has caused and is increasingly causing, a 
nervous exhaustion has come into human 
•life ,which previously was not known. 
The stimulant of drink added to this high 
pressure of existence is destructive as it 
never before was, so that the days of free 
drinking are forever passed away, except 
for the criminal and degenerate, aud for 
those who are willing to become such. 


And, 
while this is true generally, it is 


particularly true in the United States, 
where the industrial pressure, greater than 
elsewhere, is supplemented by conditions 
that do not elsewhere HO largely obtain. 
The unique opportunities of American 
life arouse ambitions and anxieties not 
felt elsewhere, and which draw immensely 
upon the vitality of this people; and the 
climate of Itself has foreordained the 
northern.portion of this republic,to be 
temperate. So stimulating is this climate 
and promotive of nervous development, 
that, in a comparatively few generations, 
the original-colonists, who were the most 
rotund and stolid of Englishmen, had been 
changed into the angular and nervous 
Yankee, and this without any market 
agency of drink. This stimulant climate 
increases by distance from the Atlantic 
seaboard, so that on our western frontier, 
the tough Norwegian, who drank raw 
alcohol at home, has to abandon its use 
after the first generation of immigrants al 
least, in order to die a natural death. 
Clearly, under such conditions, it was of 
providential purpose that the Irish in 
America had this appeal to total absti 
nence to aid their continued settlement 
and increase here, particularly since they 
have an aptness for the publican's calling 
aud then- social nature, leads to con viva 
temptation, from which their effective de- 
llverauce has been, aud is increasingly 
bfcing the society and the inspiration o 
llev. Theobald Mathew. 


Tuu notable thing about the beginning 


af the Father Mathew movement was thi 
enthusiasm it aroused, to the reform o 
whole communities. In this respect the 
Washingtonian temperance movement in 
our own New England was like to it, an 
changed completely the drinking habits 
o! fifty yearn ago. These facts have an 
application to North Adams at this time 
We havr never been what could be callec 
•ui lut«nq>erftt« town. Drinking has never 
neeu fashionable or even excusable here 
Our regulMio.1 of tLe liquor traffic com' 
|-.»r*» fo.vrr.il.lj nitU that of other towns 
oi KVs »u<J j'jKwlladCor.K population. But 
c:'Utii iv i* b*;!ic tell that drinking is in- 
eraMUtg ortof proportion to our gain in 
numbers.' Thin, to nay the least, is un- 
fortunate, for the temperate community, 


Rev. Father Lynch came to this town

It was the first meeting since his return 
from abroad, and he was standing near St. 
Joseph's building, and looking that struc- 
ture over. The cordial clasp of his hand 
was as firm and hearty as ever, but his 
eye was heavy with trouble and upon his 
impulsive and masterful spirit lay the 
weight of those walls of brick; for their 
foundation was yiejdirg beneath them, 
and his cherished taste was vain, and his 
mortal strength was failing him to remedy 
the ill. He did not speak of his burden, 
but when his sudden seizure came upon 
him the next day, it was pitiful to realize 
how the disappointed purpose of his heart 
had shortened his earthly course. He 
was a true friend and an open foe, and his 
dominant personality has left its abiding 
impress upon the fortunes of St. Francis 
parish and the people he loved so"well 
and to whom his life was given.

were thrown 6ver the dashboard and 
.he wagon was overturned. A man who 
lappenedtobe near by rushed to the 
assistance of 'the party and seized the 
icrses in time to prevent their running. 
Others soon appeared on the scene. Mrs. 
Hathaway and her. daughter were not 
injured to any extent, but Mr. Eddy and 
his wife were totally disabled. The am- 
bulance was sent for and Dr. Simpson was 
called. Both were soon at the scene, and 
many people who had heard of the acci- 
dent nocked to the place. Mr. and Mrs. 
Eddy were removed in the ambulance to 
their home, where Dr. Simcson soon 
found that Mrs. Eddy had been severely 
injured. 
A bone in her shoulder was 


broken and she suffered extreme paid in 
her side. She was also badly bruised in 
several places. It was impossible at the 
time to ascertain the full extent of her in- 
injnries, but her condition 
was not 


thought to be dangerous, although she 
will suffer from the efiects of the accident 
for a long .time. Mr. Eddy was severely 
shaken up and bruised, but his injuries 
are not of a serious nature. 


It is fortunate that Mr. Eddy reined 


•against the bank as he did, for the hill is 
Bteep and the road rough, andif the horses 
bad got under full headway the result 
must have been a crash far worse than 
that which took place, and which might 
easily have been-attended by fatal' conse- 
quences.

day in 1890. Here, too, was a beautiful ex- 
ample of the esteem in which the society 
is held by the public.

The Blackinton Father Mathew society 


is one of the most enter prising in the 
county. It lives in one of the county's 
hest villages where there is more atten- 
tion paid to education and culture than in 
any village of its size in the state. The 
society was organized April 9,1876,and then 
had twenty-six members. It held its first 
meetings for a long time in the old school 
house on the Williamstown road. Unfor- 
tunately for the society, perhaps fortu- 
nately, this school house belonged to the 
town of Williamstown and was sold some

time ago and is now a tenement building. 
The sale of the old house made the society 
seek a new home and taught it the valua- 
ble lesson of attempting to be independ- 
ent of such conditions. Consequently it 
obtained the privilege of holding meet- 
ings in the hall over the Blackmton store 
and set itself more vigorously to acquiring 
a home for itself. A new home, to cost 
about $6000, is now in course of construc- 
tion and will be ready for occupancy about 
November 15, it is believed. This new 
home is situated on the Main street of the 
village and will be of artistic architecture. 
The membership of the society has fluc- 
tuated, but on the whole it has been a 
good and model one. It now numbers 
about forty. It has done much towards 
the morals of the community from which 
it draws support and a good number of 
young men have gone out from its in- 
fluence to lead worthy and useful lives. 
A little over a week ago the Ladies' Aid 
society was formed as an auxiliary, and has 
already forty-five members, showing that 
the women of Blackinton as well as the 
men are deeply interested in the cause of 
temperance. It is to be regretted that 
this auxiliary has not yet chosen perma- 
nent officers so that it could be justly 
recognized by a portrait of its president 
appearing in this issue.

Rev. Charles E. Burke, under whose 


pastorate the Father Mathew society has 
attained its present high development 
and acquired its fine new home, is an 
earnest, temperance man. He was born 
in Worcester, November 25,1845 and re- 
ceived most of his education in that city. 
He graduated from its public schools and 
entered Holy Cross college,, one of the 
principal educational institutioES of that 
city of noted schools. He was graduated 
from it in 1866 with high honors, and in 
1889 entered Troy theological seminary. 
Three years later, May 25, 1872, he was 
ordained to the ministry by Bishop Mo- 
Henry. After the ordination he was 
chosen assistant to Vicar General Healy 
of Chicopee, but held that humble posi- 
tion for a short time only.

great. Its history, hke the early history 
of all churches, shows much unselfishness 
and devotion and persistent labor against 
what were seemingly insurmountable ob- 
stacles. The first mass was celebrated in 
North Adams in Ryan's house in the 
"Union" over half a century ago. Rev. 
Father Calahan was celebrant and to his 
early labors St. Francis parish owes its ex- 
istence. In 1848 Rev. Father Cavanaugh, 
pastor of the Pittsfield parish, established 
a mission in this town on the foundation 
prepared by Father Calahan, and cele- 
brated mass in different Catholic homes- 
Rev. Father Cuddihy succeeded Father 
Cavanaugh in Pittsfield and at the same 
time topk charge of the North Adams 
mission. The first property of which the 
parish became provided was the Galligan 
property in River street. This was used

for parish purposes for some years. In 
1856 the parish got its first house of wor- 
ship. It was located on Center street and 
for many years was used by the parish. 
About 1860 Rev. Edward H. Peroell succeed 
ed] Father Cuddihy atPittsfleld and Rev. 
Charles Lynch was appointed his assistant. 
This appointment meant much for the 
North Adams parish and for the whole 
town. Father Lynch, from the beginning 
of bis ministry in these parts as Father 
Percell's assistant until his death in this 
town, was one of the most active men of 
the Hoosac valley for the exaltation and 
enlightenment of its people. His sturdy, 
positive character wrought wonders in 
his town in its most turbulent times. In 
November, 1862, Father Lynch was ap- 
pointed pastor of St. Francis parish. His 
pastorate from the beginning was crowned 
with success. In 1865 he bought a house and 
lot on Eagle street and On that spot the 
present magnificent church building was 
erected. The corner-stone was laid in the 
summer of 1867, and the building was com- 
pleted and dedicated in July, 1869. Under 
Father Lynch's pastorate St. Joseph's 
school bnuding was erected, and a houss 
adjoining, which served until recently as 
the pansh house. Father Lynch died 
May 3J, 18S3, and hie remains rest in the 
plot in front of the church, which is a 
monument to his successful efforts. The 
funeral was one of the most imposing in 
the history of the parish and marked both 
the end and beginning of an epoch in it- 
His grave is marked with a modest granite 
stone, and it is a spot revered by every 
member of the parish. After the death of 
Father Lynch, Rev. Charles E. Burke was 
appointed pastor of the church and has 
held it until this day. A short sketch of 
his work in the parish would come more 
properly under a brief personal mention 
and will be reserved for that. St. Francis 
parish has had a number of very devoted 
pastors and assistants. Those of the pas- 
tors who have had. more to do than others 
with the establishment of the temperance 
society and its development are spoken of

He was soon made the assistant of the 


Rev. 
.T. J. McDermott of the cathedral, 


Springfield. In years after his appoint- 
ment to that office the cathedral parish 
was divided and Father Burke became 
pastor of the cathedral part. He re- 
mained there until 1883 when he was ap- 
pointed to St. Francis parish in this town, 
where his life's work has been done. r 
Father Burke became 'early noted for 


his oratory and today there is not a more 
moving speaker in these parts. While he 
was attending Worcester high 
school 


Governor Bullock offered prizes for ora- 
tory and for two successive years Mr. 
Burke won the Bullqck medal. These, 
victories were in 1865 and 1866. In college 
he gained more oratorical triumphs and 
was conceded the best orator in the insti- 
tution. 
He made a life-long friend of 


Father- Kelly, his professor of rhetoric 
and philosophy. 


Father Burke possesses much organizing 


and executive ability. 
While at Spring- 


field he re-modeled the parochial school 
building and erected the convent, which 
became the mother house of the Sisters of 
St. Joseph. He proved to be a valuable 
successor of Father Lynch and demon- 
stated the wisdom of his appointment.The 
great efforts of Father Lynch of course 
incurred a great indebtedness and when 
Father Burke assumed the pastorate here 
the parish was heavily burdened. A debt 
of §40,000 confronted him as well as the 
needs of a growing parish. The debt he 
reduced rapidly and he met every condi- 
tion successfully. In 1888 he purchased 
the Boland property on Union street and 
added it to the parish property. St. 
Joseph's school building was opened and 
greatly improved by him and is undergo- 
ing extensive improvements at the pres- 
ent time. The convent for the Sisters 
of St. Joseph, who form the teaching 
corps of the school, was made out of a, 
tenement building, which was largely re- 
modeled. The church has been painted

and frescoed and was consecrated with 
imposing ceremony October 4,1887. 
Re- 


cently the Arnold property on Eas;!e 
street was purchased by Father Burke 
and has been transformed into one of the 
finest parochial residences in this county. 


Father Burke has passed a life of con- 


secrated service to his church. In May, 
1873, a beautiful shrine was erected and 
unveiled by him at the twenty-first anni- 
versary of his entering the priesthood. He 
is a charitable and worthy man and has 
made a deep impression on the population, 
of North Adams. His.parish has doubled 
under his care and is increasing rapidly: 
There is one great regret at this grand 
field day and thtrt is that Father Burke is 
not present to enjoy the event. A wish 
arises, however, and that is that he may 
return safe and well from across the seas.

After five months of 
efficient work In Ware, Father Moran was 
transferred to a curate's place at Lowell.

and in two years he was made pastor 
of St. Mary's church at Uxbridge, in 
whch parish the towns of Whitingville 
and East Douglas were also included. 
During his three years of service in these 
places he built churches in Whitlngville 
and East Douglas and a parsonage at Ux- 
bridge. From Uxbridge Father Moran 
was transferred to the large pariah of 
Wmchendon, including besides Winchen- 
don, the towns oi Qardner, Ashburnam 
and Westminster.

The Apostle of Temperance Whoae 


EHorls Hade Strong Foundations. 


Rev. Theobald Mathew was born at 


Thomastown, county Tipperary, Ireland, 
October 10, 1790. When only seventeen 
years of age he entered Maynooth college 
where he began his ecclesiastical studies- 
After graduating he joined the Capuchin 
Friars, and in 1814 was ordained to the 
priesthood. 


For a time he was stationedat Kilkenny 


and later was transferred to Cork It was 
in 1S33, when he had reached middle life, 
that he rtsoh ed to give himself to the 
temperance cause. He called his friends 
together and made known his purpose and 
said he had resolved to be a total ab- 
stainer. His request to totally abstain 
soon met with general response and the

CJare f> Londonderry pilgrims flocked to 
Cork to hoar Father Mathow apeak. In 
38-12 ho began spreading his work abroad.

In the fol- 
lowing year ho went to England and his 
reception there was great. In 1349 he 
visited the United States and preached in 
ever 360 cities and towns. When he re- 
turned to Ireland he took with him a scroll 
bearing 600,000 names pledged to total ab- 
stinence.

Springfield Temperance Vnion. 


Rev. Thomas J. Conaty, D.D., rector of 


the Church of the Sacred Heart, Worces- 
ter, is the organizer and first president of 
the Springfield Diocesan 
Temperance 


union. He was born in County Cavan, 
Ireland, August 1,1847, and was brought 
to this country in bis fourth year, his par- 
ents locating in Taunton. His preliminary 
education was obtained in Taunton 
schools. He decided to study for the min- 
istry and entered Montreal college De- 
cember 31, 1803, where he remained for 
the rest of the scholastic year. The fol- 
lowing September he entered Holy Cross 
college, Worcester, from which he was 
graduated, with highest honors in June, 
1869. He began his theological studies in

Montreal seminary in September of the 
same year, and was ordained a priest of 
the diocese of Springfield at Christmas, 
1872. Father Conaty was appointed assis- 
tant pastor of St. John's church of Wor- 
cester, the rector of which is the Right 
.Rev. Mgr. Thomas Griffin, D.D..-chancel- 
lor of the diocese. His splendid abilities 
were soon shown, and about five years 
after his appointment, in 1877, when it was 
thought advisable to organize a union of 
the temperance societies of the diocese he- 
was entrusted with the important work. 
The national union recognized his valua- 
ble services in this work, and at a conven- 
tion in 1885 at New Haven, Ct., he was 
elected president of the national union. 
In January, 1880, Father Conaty wa ap- 
pointed reeWr of Sacred Heart parishi 
Worcester. In 1889, at the Centennial of 
the University of Georgetown, the degree 
of D.D. was conferred upon him. Dr. 
Conaty is an eloquent rector and man ot 
fine literary taste. He is editor of the 
Catholic School and Home Magazine, and 
is connected with many Catholic societies. 
Dr. Conaty has prominently identified 
himself with the Irish cause, and bis 
humanity became apparent in his appeals 
and work for the starving Irish peasantry. 
The doctor is one of the Catholic divines 
of more than national reputation.

The Esteemed Prcsideutofth« Spring. 


Held Dioce»an Union. 


Prominent among the advocates of 


Catholic total abstinence in the diocese of 
Springfield and abo in the United States 
is the present worthy and esteemed presi- 
dent of the Springfield Diouesan union, 
the Rev. John J. McCoy of Chioopee. 


It is not our intention to give a detailed 


accourtof hlslife, nor to spoak of all he 
has done for the cause of temperance, for 
time and space do not permit us. We will 
simply give a brief account of eome of his 
labors for the good of the cause with 
which he has been identified for many 
years, prominently so from his advent 
into the ministry. 


He was among the first, if not the first, 


in the diccese of Springfield, and even in 
the state of Massachusetts, to recognize 
the fact that the hope of the total absti- 
nence movement lies in the work done

among the yofmg. He believes in taking 
the young men before they become ad- 
dicted to the habit of drinking and their 
souls tainted with the vice of Intemper- 
ance, and organizing them into military 
companies. He well knew that by inter- 
esting the young men in this be could 
keep them from all th« saloons. He 
organized the first military cadet com- 
pany in the state and brought It to a state 
of efficiency seldom, if e.ver, attained, by 
the other companies which were soon or- 
ganized. Year after year the St. John's 
cadets of Worcester, generally taiown as 
Fr. McCoy'a cadets, toqk first, prize 
in all drills, and 
even today 
they 


reflect honor upon their founder. 
As 


the cadets advanced in yeaii<, they enter- 


ed another temperance society, 3t. Johns 
Guild,also organized by Fr. McCoy,where 
attention was given to their intellectual 
development and today in the city of 
Worcester where Fr. McCoy labored so 
long, his old "boys" are now, prominent 
in church, medicine, in law and business. 
Truly his was a great work and a work 
which was recognized and appreciated, 
for his associates and fellow workers 
elected him year after year to the presi- 
dency of the union. He manifested the 
same deep interest while in hie new office 
and during his term of office the union 
attained high water mark in numbers and 
influence. 


A. believer in the principle "rotation in 


office" he resigned the presidency only 
to take up the reins of office again at the 
solicitation of the convention of 1894. 


He is without doubt a born leader in the 


total abstinence movement and it is due 
to his prudence, earnestness and ability 
that the union is in the prosperous condi- 
tion it is today. 
As a speaker he ranks 


with the best and has the rare faculty of 
carrying bis listeners along with him for 
hours without fatiguing them. 
It is the 


hope and prayer of all total abstainers 
that the Rev. Fr. McCoy may live many 
years to continue the good noble work he 
has been carrying on with honor to him- 
self and good for the cause.

He was born in 185J 
at Aldeu, Erie county, New York. He 
became a member of the Sacred Heart 
Father Mathew society when it waa 
founded in 1877; has filled nearly every 
office in the society's gift, and is the only 
charter member of that flourishing organ- 
ization. He was elected secretary of the 
union when it was permanently organ- 
ized in 1877, and baa filled the office ever 
since with the exception or two years 
when he declined to serve. He has beef 
present at every convention of the Dioce- 
san union. He has been present at four- 
teen national conventions of the union of 
America, serving at three of them as 
assistant secretary. The great field day of 
1892 at Springfield came in for a good 
share of his time. He served as chairman 
of the executive committee and marshal 
of the parade, and showed ability in 
handling the affairs of the event. For 
nearly twenty years he has been a mem- 
ber of the

militia, and is the senior captain of the'

Its Organization, Subsequent Trial* 


and Later Good Fortune. 


The Catholic Total Abstinence Union of 


the diocese of Springfield was organized 
principally by the Rev. Thomas J. Conaty 
in 1877. The Massachusetts C. T. A. union 
was formed May SO, 1871, and three years 
later had 104 societies and 10,159 members. 
More or less feeling prevailed in the state

uniop and at its seventh annual convention 
at Fall River, May 30, 1877, separation of 
the union was granted. 'The delegates 
trom the Springfield diocese immediately 
elected temporary officers, making Rev! 
Father Conaty of Worcester chairman and 
Joseph Traoey of Holyoke secretory. 
October 10 was decided upon for perma- 
nent organization and before that date 
there was a strong sentiment in favor of a 
Springfield union. The meeting for or- 
ganization was a promising one, there 
being fifty delegates present, representing 
twenty societies. The temporary secre- 
tary reported thirty societies with a mem- 
bership of 900 for a union. Organization 
was effected and at the end of five years 
there were only fourteen societies with £ 
membership of 677 in the union. ,The»e 
were trying days, when only tbe devotion 
of a few kept life in the onion. At a con- 
vention held in Northampton September 
14,1881, a membership of 677 was reported. 
At that convention tbe Rev J. J. McCoy 
of Westboro was chosen president and tbe 
union from that time became imbued with 


new life. From thatjnay it jfrew rapidly 
until it now numbers almfist '6,000 mem- 
bers. Of the thirty societies that came 
from the state union only'seven remained 
always true—the societies of Blackstone, 
Ohicope% Palls, North Adfiws, Northamp- 
ton, Pittsfield, TVestfield and the Pother 
Mathew society of Worcester. The oldest

society in the union is the Father Mathew 
society of Worcester, organized in 1849. 
North Adams organized in 18G3, Chicopee 
Falls and Holyoke in 1869, Blsckatone and 
Westfleld in 1871, Northampton in 1872 
and Pittsfield in 1874. The union has been 
in adversity and good fortune audits com- 
plete history is a long one of noble strug- 
gle for the principles of total abstinence.

Daily Spy brought him into close com- 
munication with the amateur athletes of 
his city and when a new scheme had to be 
devised to continue the woik he broached 
the subject of athletics to the board of 
government of the union and the present 
athletic association is due largely to his 
efforts. 


The Fitter Mntbew Society. 


The Father Mathe w Temperance society 


of Worcester brings to the mind those 
sturdy old veterans who have fought the 
battles of total abstinence since the visit 
of Father Mathew to Worcester in 1849- 
It was organized as a result of that visit 
and in all its years of life it has continued 
to prosper until no wit has a home of its 
own second to none in the diocese. Its 
history is almost the history of the Catho- 
lic people of Worcester because for a 
great many years after its organization 
it was the only Catholic society in the 
city, and it represented the Catholics in 
ail public demonstrations. Its path has 
not been strewn w.ln roses, but it -was 
made up of men w hose courage was in- 
domitable, and it has overcome all obsta- 
cles. 
Until recently the society was 


looked upon as the "old men's" society of 
the city, but those "old men" were only 
laying a foundation stone for the young 
men whom they knew would have to carry 
on the work, and they have done much to 
attract those young men into the folds of 
the society, with the result that the young 
men almost outnumber the veterans. The 
fine hall of the society which has cost 
f36,000 is located on Green street, and is 
one of the best equipped in the city for 
society purposes. In addition to the main 
hall, which is the second largest in the 
city, there are several anterooms large 
enough to accommodate several small 
societies, and a small hall on the lower 
floor where the society itself holds its 
meetings. In order to attract the young

the society has furnished all manner 


of amusements for them in the way of 
billiard and pool tables and other games, 
and the old men are leaving nothing un- 
done that will add to the pleasure of the 
new generation. Tho benevotent feature 
of tha society is something that is un- 
known in the ether temperance societies 
of Worcester, and the amount of good

In addition to 
inci casing the worldly goods of its mem- 
bers, the society has done an incalculable 
amount of good to them by making them 
oober and industrious citizens.

Up totiie Sate of its 
arganiiitinn, the work "of temperance 
111110:1; the j mine; men of the city had not 
recur, od. thut j,tlention which has resulted 
in w> :nw,li good of recent years bat the 
j ours men of.St. Anne's church took up 
the work with an untiring energy, whicji 
has marked all the society's undertakings 
since, and its work has not been without a 
substantial token of festeen'i from the pub- 
Jic of the city which has turned out in- 
very large numbers to the -entertainments 
of the popular society. The first call for a 
meeting of those interested'in the otgan- 
izationofa temperance society brought 
out about forty young men and from that 
iiuinber has grown one of the strongest 
societies in the diocese. .The society is in 
no sense a reform club .as there are 
many on the roll of membership who have 
never known what it was to taste liquor. 
Their influence is for the best on the more

previous there -was organized a Father 
Matthew Temperance societyi but it dis- 
banded. The present temperance society 
held its first meeting in Hibernian hall 
January 21 and the organization was per 
fected January 28. The officers elected 
were Jas. J. Crean, president; Edward T 
Sullivan, vice president; P. B. Bowe, sec 
retary; Patrick Eourke, treasurer. At th< 
first meeting thirty-nine persons joined 
the society. Booms were secured in the 
building at present occupied by the Gram 
army. At the end of two years the Grand 
army secured a lease and other quarters 
had to be engaged. These were dark days 
in the history of the society. Occupying 
miserable rooms in ona place and holding 
meetings in another, were not conducive 
to a long existence. Some of the members 
saw that something had to be done, and 
they advocated the erection of a hall 
With only a small sum of money in the

unforturate ones who have been addicted 
to the use of liquor. The society at its 
earliest date took a liking to military, and 
the company which has represented it in 
the annual prize drills at the former field 
days of the union was of the best as the 
large number of handsome flags which 
adorn the society's rooms will attest. The 
literary features were not forgotten in the 
general work of the society and they have 
resulted in turning out several young men 
who can express their opinions on any 
question in which they are interested. 
The society early in its history gave its at- 
tention to athletics and one of the best 
equipped gymnasiums in the city at the 
city a the time it was established was one 
of the privileges enjoyed by the St. Anne's 
boys. This gymnasium had as one of its 
features a running track which laid the 
foundation of some of the best, runners in 
New England. The advantages of the 
gymnasium attracted many young men to 
the society. The society is nothing if not 
original and it never holds 'an entertain- 
ment but the people of the city wonder 
what new idea will be introduced. Its so- 
cial affairs are always looked forward to 
with feelinge of pleasure. All these de- 
partments of the society's work have been 
established with one object in view, and 
that has been to further the cause of tem- 
perance among the young men of the city. 


St. Paul's I/yceum. 


The St. Paul's Lyceum, although the 


youngest temperance society in Worces- 
ter, is a very lusty infant and for a young- 
ster it has made a most enviable reputa- 
tion for itself, not only in the cause of 
temperance but also on the athletic field 
where some of its members have won for 
themselves and their society champion- 
ship honors. It was the first society ever 
organized in St. Paul's parish and it had 
its start in a call issued by Rev. Thomas 
S. Hanrahan, November 13,1889. Father 
Hanrahan has been its spiritual director 
ever since, his untiring energy and inter- 
est in the welfare of the society endear- 
ing him greatly to every member. The 
membership of the lyceum was by no 
means confined to the young men of St. 
Paul's church, the inducements offered 
attracting young men from every section 
of the city and now there is not a Catholic 
church in the city which is not repre 
sented on its roll of members. Among 
those to whom the members oi the lyceum 
look with feelings of gratitute for their 
•work in the interest of the society are 
Timothy J. McAuliBe, the very mention 
of whose name brings up the lyceum"; 
John P. McKoan, the present president i 
Bupert H. Murray, an ex-president and a 
teacher in the public schools; Robert T. 
Keenan, another teacher; John M. Kee- 
nan, an artist whose cuts have adorned 
the pages of the Worcester papers and 
some of whose work will be found in this 
issue of the TBANSCRIPT ; and many 
others of similar standing. Early in the 
history of the society considerable atten- 
tion was paid to debates and literary ex- 
ercises, and it is safe to say that no other 
society in Worcester has made such a rep- 
utation in this line as the lyceum. In or- 
der to encourage this kind of work, liter- 
ary, glee and elocution clubs have been, 
formed in the society, and their meeting 
nights bring out large crowds as they art 
always sure to be interesting and profita- 
ble. 
The members of the society, how-; 


ever, realized that a healthy mind needs 
a healthy body, and in order to bring 
about the latter, an athletic club war 
formed with such success that the lyceum 
lias the honor of winning the champion- 
ship of the Springfield diocese twice. The 
members of the athletic club include some 
whose reputation is not confined to Wor- 
cester or the Springfield diocese. Chief 
among them are Jere D. Delaney, one of 
the best middle distance runners in New 
England; Timothy F. O'Connor, J. M. 
Gallagher, D. F. O'Brien and others who 
have helped to adorn the rooms of the 
society by the prizes which they won 
on the athletic fields all over New Eng- 
land. While the lyceum has made its rep- 
utation in all the paths referred to, it has 
not forgotten its prime object—that of 
temperance.

Catholic Yonnit Jten's Lyccnm. 


This is among the most flourishing of 


;he young men's societies of the Spring- 
ield diocese. It was established in 1885 
jy Bev. Dr. Conaty, to whose pariah it be- 
longs. It has had the benefit of his care 
and direction and is now in a very pros- 
perous condition. Its members are ia 
preat part young men, who in their boy- 
aood were pledged to total abstinence as 
ihe boys of St. Aloyseus and hence many 
have been under the influence of temper- 
ance all their lives. The Lyceum has al- 
ways maintained a football eleven and a 
first-class ball nine, and it has insisted 
that nil should be all year round temper- 
ance men, It baa mjray victories to its 


board of directors, James Brown, William 
H. M. Cann and Martin Doherty. 
It has

HHS Many Members, Who are 


Prominent Citizens anil Officials. 


The St. Jerome T. A. B. society of Hol- 


yoke needs no introduction to the people of 
North Adams and vicinity. Neithe r is there 
need to detail the important part it has 
played as a member of the Diocesan union, 
jn bringing about the holding of the 
Annual field day, for from the time the 
idea was conceived down to the time the 
first field day o{the societies of Hampden 
county was heldjat Springfield, it exerted 
its influence to induce the societies of the 
union to establish a day on which all the 
societies might meet together annually. 
Prom the time the society was organized 
twenty-six years ago by the Rev. P. J. 
Harkins, down to the present time its 
influence and work in spreading the prin- 
ciples of total abstinence in Holyoke, 
particularly among the young men, has 
attracted the attention of temperance 
people all over the state. It is the special 
pride of the society to point to the many 
men who have held positions of public 
trust and responsibility, while members of 
the society. /Among the most prominent 
are William fKptty, tie first president of 
the society and for twelve years a member 
of the school boaid. Edward O'Connor^ 
superintendent of streets for five "years 


treasury, the outlook was not very encour- 
ragms, but where there's a will there's a 
way. 
At this time the old Methodist 


church, situated on Perkins street, was of- 
fered for sale. It was bought for $2,125 
and during the past eight years $4,000 has 
been (pent fixing it over. On the first 
floor are situated the reading and smoking 
rooms, parlor, bath-rooms and sanitaries 
On the upper floor is the hall1 where meet- 
ings and entertainments are held. This 
hall will accommodate 600 people and is 
one of the handsomest mteting halls in 
the diocese. The property is now free 
from debt and is worth at least $7,000. The 
first president, Jas. J. Crean, served for 
eighteen months; the second president, 
Mr. P. H. Houlihan, held office for fix 
months; the third president, P. E. Bowe, 
served for eight years, from January 26, 
1886,'to January 26,1894; the fourth presi- 
dent, John W. Trehy, now a resident of 
-Boston, served for six months; the fifth 
president, John J. Hogan, served for six 
months; the sixth president, Charles J. 
O'Brien, served for six months and before 
being elected president he served as finan- 
cial secretary ten years. The present 
president of the society, D. J. Haggerty, 
was elected in August of this ytar, and 
Patrick Rourke was elected treasurer for 
the eleventh consecutive year. This soci- 
ety has been very fortunate in its officers, 
who have all labored indefatigably for its 
welfare. The society at present numbers 
125 members, but the good that it does 
should not be calculated by this number 
It has a strong influence in the commun- 
ity. An influence that is felt, for among 
its numbers are many prominent citizens,

fpr three yearfj Maurice Lynch of the 
flrm of Lynch Brothers, a member of the 
board of aldermen; M. J. Griffin, city 
clerk for seven years, mayor one year, 
-now postmaster, Edward Kane the pres- 
ent; city clerk; J. J. Linnehan, president 
of the society; a member of the city coun- 
cil; J. F. Sullivan, assessor for ten years and 
mayor tor three years; Thomas Connor, a 
member of the city council for three years 
and serving his second term on the school 
board; Lawyer T. D. O'Brien, city clerk 
for three years; T. F. Bresnihan, head 
clerk in the post office; John C. Sullivan, 
registrar in the water commissioner's 
office; John F, O'Connor, president of 
the common council; M. F. Walsh, a 
prominent business man; William Moore. 
a member of the school board; J. J. Dowd 
and J. Kelly, the board of assessors, and 
many others who are recognized as prom- 
inent and influential citizens of Holyoke. 
The society's spiritual director^ Rev. P. J. 
Donnelly is to a great degree responsible 
for the present flattering condition of the 
society, which has four hundred names on 
its books. The society is carrying quite a 
debt on its building at the present time, 
yet the future prospects look very bright.

St. Joseph's Temperance society of 


Chicopee, one of. the leading societies of 
the Sprinorfield ,Diocesan union, was or- 
ganized J»nu»ry 28,1884. A few y««n

The organizers of this society 


bnilded better than they knew and the re- 
sults obtained are very gratifying. The 
spiritual director of the society is Rev. 
John J, McCoy. Since his advent into the 
city new life has been infused into the 
temperance cause and its results are 
everywhere apparent. Under his careful 
guidance the St. Joseph Temperance so- 
ciety can do naught but prosper, and the 
day is not far distant when its member- 
ship roll will be as large as any society in 
the diocese of Springfield. 


ST. BERNARDS OF FITCHBIIRG. 


A Prosperous Society wltb a Very 


Intel-online History. 


For over thirteen years the good work 


done by St. Bernard's Total Abstinence 
society has been felt and appreciated by 
the people of Fitchburg. For some years 
previous to this, work in the temperance 
line had been almost if not entirely ne- 
glected. This caused Rev. J. P. Garrigan, 
D. D., then pastor of St. Bernard's church, 
to call a meeting of men interested in the 
cause of temperance. About thirty men 
responded to the call and April 27, 1883, 
was organized a society which is today 
one of the foremost in the diocese. This 
society, when first organized, had a two- 
fold object in view, that of a benefit as 
well as a temperamce one. So many diffi- 
culties were 
found to attend 
the 


former 
feature 
that in November, 


1886, it was determined to discontinue it. 
From the organization of the society till 
November, 1886, the meetings were held 


in the library-room of the church. In the 
following January better quarters were 
secured in Choate's block, corner Main 
and Laurel streets. The society remained 
here till the fall of 1888, when it removed 
to better and more convenient rooms in 
the basement of a schoolhouse on First 
street. Here it occupied a hall for meet- 
ing purposes, a gymnasium, a pool and 
billiard room und a bathroom, all of 
which were heated by steam. During all 
these years the society grew slowly, but 
so surely that its good influence was felt 
throughout the whole community. 
In 


the fall of 1890 Rev. Fr. Feehan, com- 
menced the erection of another school 
building at the corner of Middle and 
Second streets. 
This structure was com- 


pleted about the middle of January, 1891. 
Here still larger and more pleasant quar- 
ters had been prepared for- tbo-^eociety. 
These rooms, which" comprise' a hall for 
meeting and social purposes, a pool and 
billiard, reception, Sfibrary snjl , bath 
rooms, were dedicated, the latter part of 
January, 1891, with appropriate exercises. 
All these rooms were lighted by electricity 


and heated by steam. The sixth annua 
field day of the Springfield Diocesai 
union was held in Fitchburg the firs! 
Monday in September, 1887,under the aus 
pices of St. Bernard's society. Everything 
was carried out i n the best of order and i 
proved to be a success in everyway. 
About the first of May, 1882, a drum corps 
was organized. It consisted of sixteen 
pieces 
and 
proved a 
pleasing feat/ 


ure in connection 
with the society. 


The office-s of this society are a president, 
two vice-presidents, recording and flnan' 
cial secretaries, treasurer, sergeant-at1 
arms, librarian, a board of five trustees, 
and a ways and means committee. Front 
the organization of the society in 18S3 il 
has increased its membership from forty 
to about 400. 
The good work done by this 


society cannot be estimated in a manner 
to do it justice. St. Bernard's Total Ab- 
stinence society is known all over th« 
diocese.
